Row 15 — Inc in first st, K6, *K2, yfwd, 
sLIK, Kl, psso, K4j rep from to last 
2 [5, 0, 3, 6] sts, (K2, yfwd, sLIK, Kl, 
psso) 0 [1, 0, 0, 1] times, K2 [1, 0, 3, 2]. 

Row 16 — Purl. 

These 16 rows form patt and start 
front edge shaping. 

Complete to match Left Front, 
reversing shapings, working an extra 
row before start of armhole and 
shoulder shaping.

With 4 mm needles, cast on 35 [37, 37,

Row 9 — (Inc In first st) 0 [0, 1, 1, 1] 
times, K to last 0 [0, 1, 1, 1] st, (inc in 
last st) 0 [0, 1, 1, 1] times (35 [37, 39, 
41, 43] sts). 

Row 11 - (Inc in first st) 1 [0, 0, 0, 0] 
times, K6 [0, 1, 2, 3], '‘K2, yfwd, sLIK, 
Kl, psso, K4; rep from * to last 4 [5, 6, 
7, 8] sts, (K2, yfwd, sL1K, K1, psso) 

0 [T 1, 1, 1] times, K3 [1, 2, 3, 4], (inc in 
last st) 1 [0, 0, 0, 0] times (37 [37, 39, 
41, 43] sts). 

Row 13 — (Inc in first st, K2, yfwd, 
sLIK, Kl, psso) 0 [1, 0, 0, 0] times, 

KO [3, 1, 2, 3], *K2tog, yfwd, K1, yfwd, 
sLIK, Kl, psso, K3; rep from “^to last 
5 [5, 6, 7, 8] sts, K2tog, yfwd, (Kl, 
yfwd, sLIK, Kl, psso) 1 [0, 1, 1, 1] times, 
KO [2, 1, 2, 3], (inc in last st) 0 [1, 0, 

0, 0] times (37 [39, 39, 41, 43] sts). 

Row 15 - KO [1, 1, 2, 3], yfwd, 
sLIK, Kl, psso, K4; rep from to last 
5 [6, 6, 7, S] sts, K2, yfwd, sLIK, K1, 
psso, Kl [2, 2, 3, 4]. 

Row 16 — Purl. 

These 16 rows form patt and start 
sleeve shaping. 

Cont in patt, shaping sides by inc 1 st 
at each end of 7th [13th, 3rd, 3rd, 5th] 
and every foil 14th [16th, 10th, 10th, 
12th] row until there are 41 [43, 45, 

47, 55] sts, taking inc sts into patt. 

56 and 61 cm sizes: Inc 1 st at each end 
of every foil 12th row until there are 
[47, 51] sts. 

All sizes: Cont straight until Sleeve 
meas 15 [IS, 21, 25, 31] cm, ending 
with RS facing for next row. 

Shape top 

Keeping patt correct, cast off 3 sts 
at beg of next 2 rows (3S [37, 41, 

45, 49] sts. 



Dec 1 St at each end of next 3 rows* 
then on foil 6 [7, 7, 7, 7] alt rows, then 
on every row until 7 sts rem, ending 
with RS facing for next row.

MAKE UP 

Press following instructions on ball 
band. 

Join shoulder seanns. 

Back Hem Edging 
With RS facing and using SVa mm 
needles, knit up 55 [61, 67, 73, 79] sts 
from cast-on edge of Back. 

**Work in garter st for 4 rows, ending 
with WS facing for next row. 

Work pi cot cast-off (on WS) thus: cast 
off 3 sts (one st on right needle), *sltp 
St on right needle back onto left 
needle, cast on 2 sts, cast off 5 sts (one 
st on right needle); rep from * until all 
sts have been cast off 

Front Edging 

With RS facing and using 3Va mm 
circular needle, starting at base of right 
side seam, knit up 16 [19, 22, 25, 28] 
sts from cast-on edge of Right Front, 

17 sts up shaped edge to last inc, 9 [14, 
20, 27, 33] sts up right front opening 
edge to start of front slope shaping, 

26 [29, 31, 33, 36] sts up right front 
slope, 23 [25, 27, 29, 29] sts from 
back, 26 [29, 31, 33, 36] sts down left 
front slope to start of front slope 
shaping, 9 [14, 20, 27, 33] sts down 
left front opening edge to last inc, 

17 sts down shaped edge to cast-on 
edge, then 16 [19, 22, 25, 23] sts from 
cast-on edge of Left Front to left side 
seam (159 [1S3, 207, 233, 257] sts). 

Complete as for Back Hem Edging 
from 



Cuff Edgings (Both alike) 

With RS facing and using 3V4 mm 
needles, knit up 35 [37, 37, 39, 41] sts 
from cast-on edge of Sleeve. 

Complete as for Back Hem Edging 
from **. 

Join side seams. Join sleeve seams. 
Insert Sleeves. Cut ribbon into 2 equal 
lengths and attach one end of each 
piece to inside of front opening edge, 
level with start of front slope shaping. 

BAG 

SIDE 

With 4 mm needles, cast on 89 sts. 

Patt thus: 

Row 1 — (RS), Knit 

Row 2 and every foil ait row — Park 

Row 3 — K1, ^K5, yfwd, sLIK, K1, psso, 
K1; rep from * to end. 

Row 5 - K1, ^K3, K2tog, yfwd, K1, 
yfwd, sLIK, K1, psso; rep from to end. 

Row 7 — As row 3. 



Row 9 — Knit 

Row 11 - ^K2, yfwd, sLIK, K1, psso, K4; 
rep from * to last st, K1. 

Row 13 — *K2tog, yfwd, K1, yfwd,

Row 15 — As row 11. 

Row 16 — Purl 



These 16 rows form patt 
Cont in patt for □ further 26 rows, 



ending with RS facing for next row. 

Next row — (RS), ’^K2, yfwd, K2tog; rep 
from * to last st, Kl. 

Starting with a P row, work in stocking 
st for 7 rows, ending with RS facing for 
next row. 

Change to 3V4mm needles. 

Work in garter st for 5 rows, ending 
with WS facing for next row. 

Work picot cast-off (on WS) thus: cast 
off 3 sts (one st on right needle), "^slip 
st on right needle back onto left 
needle, cast on 2 sts, cast off 5 sts (one 
st on right needle); rep from * until all 
sts have been cast off. 

BASE 

With 4 mm needles, cast on 11 sts. 

Starting with a K row, work in stocking 
st, inc 1 st at each end of 2nd and foil 5 
rows, then on foil 2 alt rows, then on 
foil 4th row (29 sts). 

Work 11 rows, ending with RS facing 
for next row. 

Dec 1 st at each end of next row, then 
on foil 4th row, then on foil 2 alt rows, 
then on foil 5 rows, ending with RS 
facing for next row. 

Cast off rem 11 sts. 

MAKE UP 

Press following instructions on ball 
band. 

Join row-end edges of Side to form a 
tube. Sew cost-on edge of Side to 
outer edge of Base. Thread ribbon 
through eyelet holes of Side near upper 
edge and knot ends. 
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
